Judge McPherson, who died in 
M arch, 1937. after 20 years on the 
Adams county bench, was elected 
to the state senate in 1900 for a 
four-year term and did not seek re- 
election, His election to the senate 
followed one two-year term in the 
General Assembly as Adams county’s 
representative there. 
Assemblyman Francis Worley, of 
York Springs, returned to the as­ 
sembly today to begin his fourth 
consecutive term He was re-elected 
last November.

Arkansas Town Counts 46 
Dead In Wake Of Tornado 


Warren, Ark., Jan. 4 (ZP) — This men began the backbreaking task of 
weeping and torn timber town today 
counted 46 dead and nearly 300 in­ 
jured in the wake of a tornado 
which hit with a thundering roar 
late yesterday afternoon. 
Two other tornadoes killed four 
persons and injured more than CO in 
northern Louisiana and nearby El 
Dorado, Ark. 
All through the night dazed sur­ 
vivors a t W arren (population 7,500 > 
stum bled through the ruins of a 20- 
block industrial and residential area, 
m any aimlessly, others in search of 
relatives. W arren is IOO miles south­ 
east of Little Rock. 
Doctors and nurses from nearby 
com m unities and from Hot Springs 
and Little Rock rallied on the strick­ 
en area. They worked through the 
darkness, rain and hail by lamp 
and candlelight to treat the stream 
of injured. 
The dead, gathered by common 
consent a t a single funeral home, 
overflowed the small morgue into a 
garage. 
At daybreak this mornmg 150 N a­ 
tional Guardsm en and state police-

search of additional bodies. 
Mayor Jim Hurley expressed fear 
th a t other bodies would be recovered 
and predicted the death toll would 
reach 50, maybe more.

1 lines were broken. Fires broke out 
adding an eerie glow to the night­ 
m are. 
The Red Cross and arm ed forces 
sent in mobile kitchens and first aid 
stations.

"Many of our problems today are 
based on our failure to keep our 
2 2 S promises and our pledges, not only 
the ones directly made, but the ones 
made indirectly as well. An employe 
taking a job makes no pledge di­ 
rectly, but he does indirectly. In ac- 
cepting a job a person in effect 


cannot meet those qualifications we 
should keep our fingers out of it. 
Nations, like people, must act on the 
promises of others. Aid when the 
promisor fails to keep his word then 
the person receiving the promise 
finds himself in an impossible situ­ 
ation. In international activities, 
that is of the utmost seriousness. 
"We as individuals can do some­ 
thing very important during the 
new year. We can keep our promises 
and pledges and thus help rebuild 
faith among men. Aid by bettering 
our own performance we better the 
nation, for no nation is more moral
